However, there may be an issue with the antenna and the transceiver not loading on 
this band. If so I will then have to drop down to 17m and perhaps 20m. I propose 
to use the following frequencies: 21187kHz, 18157kHz or 14187kHz. All 
operations will be on SSB, which is not by choice but due to not wanting to carry a 
whole pile of kit ashore with me. The transceiver is a commercial unit, a Skanti 
TRP800 (I think) and does not have any fancy filters. Hopefully, I will be able to 
plug in a set of headphones from the ship."
